stem, before the coming of the 
motors, many a citizen paid a $1 
line. 1 don't see any reason why 
they should pay less than that for 
violating the motor system. 


You recall why we have park- 


ing meters in Hope—to clear the 
streets of cars owned by store 
proprietors and their staffs so the 
customers 
will have a place to 


park. Enforcement has got to be 
maintained—and it will be.

a. Many fishing resorts have been 
established up and down the river 
as a result of these pools and towns 
:uch as Camdcn and Monroe have 
relied upon the pool waler for their 
domestic and municipal water sup- 
ily. It is unfortunate that the law 
s such thai only navigation can 
3e considered in the maintenance 
of the locks and dams and for this 
reason navigation must be re-es- 
lablishcd on the river or all of the 
benefits outlined will be complete 
ly lost. 


Every potential shipper who can 


pledge any amount of barge ship- 
ping is urged to attend the Friday 
afternoon meeting and assist in de- 
veloping a program that will not 
only save the navigation features of 
the river but insure the continued 
maintenance of Ihe locks and dums.
